But as things stand (tuey refusing to 
meet the Dauntless) lam at a loss to Know where to 
look for a yacnt the size of the Cambria thatcau 
compete with her. "When I^learnea of the intention 
of Mr. Loril ard to build, I thought the remarks in 
your paper would induce him. to build something 
that would be a credit to the country and be able to 
hold the proud position or conqueror, and maintain 
the reputation made by tue celebrated yacat America 
In English waters. It seems to me that ever since 
the achievements of the America all our yachtmen 
were restlntc on the reputation made by Her, and 
every one who owned a. yacht thought she was au 
America, while the- Englishmen, ever alive to im- 
provement, nave at last stepped boiaiy forth ana 
thrown the gauntlet In our very teeth.

If any dare 
to make exceptions to any one point he is set down 
as a grumoler or growler and an ass,- Hence the 
reason why people are so chary In expressing- their 
dissent from tlio construction, ideas. - Wno of-the 
many friends ot Mr. Ixmilard expressed anything 
but the most perfect admiration of his yacht tne day 
she waalatincnea?

DEAK SIR—When 1 sent you a few random 
thoughts on the new yacht Meteor, built by Mr. Fish 
for George Loriliard, Esq., or this city, which you 
published April 3, I waa IiKe the Irishman at Donny- 
brook Fair, who, with shlllelan in liatul, was drag- 
ging his coat tall on the giound asking some one to 
stcn oil it that he might get Into a fight (ouly I do 
not wish to fight).

sail fast It properly rigged and handled. You may 
ask why.

police court of a Sir. Bane, who had reviewed a 
boot written by a Mr. Keelv and declared It to be 
poisonous.: For this expression—poisonous—the re- 
viewer was brought into the police court aud acquit. 
tcq; The lecturer also: referred to the trial In this 
city, of the reviewer or,"Griffith,XJaunt," at tae com- 
'ptaiut of its author, and brought the two in connec- 
tion as being both, struggles lor freedom. He In- 
stanced tue-severe criticism of toe SatitrOay Rwiem 
on the non-conformlsta-and on-Dr. Campbell; but the

One ot the most rnt.rhtmi scenes which, ever oc- 
curred ta a civilized land toon: place on Pownal 
.square on Tnesday last. We refer to the execution 
ol Dowey. A thrin or Horror ran through tbe com- 
munity as tha details of tiie rrightfurociHirrence be- 
came Known. Even tbe large crowd present, of all 
<le"rees of society, were so for moved at the terrible 
•spectacle as to denounce In loud tones ttte proceed- 
ings as murderous, ive liave-asked ourselves, in 
-contemplation of this Dowey trasedy, whether we 
Jive to a civilized, tramane community and in the lat- 
ter part ol the nineteenth century. 


THE EXECUTION. 
With a refinement of cruelty, preparations in the 
jail yard lor the- erection or the gallows commenced 
on J?riaav, previous to the fatal day. Three aays of 
-continuous hammering toot place, and each stroke 
Of the hammer simply served to tell the wretched 
Joan that he was so far nearer eternity. "The gallows 
was erected against tne jail yard walt^ lacing Pow- 
nal square. We copy from the Herald thefoUowlng 
description of the tragedy, together with an outline 
of the written address ot the condemned, and which 
contains the substance of what he lead, although not 
given In the order that he uttered it:— 


TriE GIBBET 
Is very simple In Its construction. Projecting some 
seven feet from the top or the jail fence on the south 
-side Is a platform of rough boards. This platform 
Ig divided off into about two- eaual parts, the Inner 
pqrtion, or thatnearest tbe fence, being boarded on 
all sides to the height of about elsht leet, so as to 
Jifevent those inside or It from terns seen by the 
crowa "below. A rongh staircase runs up to this in- 
closed part Horn the interior or the jail yard, and 
admits persons to the platform Dy a door in the 
reai. In tront of the enclosure is a door which 
admiis the-prisoner to the onter or uninelosed part 
of the platform. This outer part constitutes the 
Crop or trap, fastened at the inner end by hinges, 
and maintained in its horizontal "position "by ropes 
sun pulleys. Immediately overhead is a sort of 
crane, from which the fatal noose is suspended. 


THE J7R1SOKEK 
Heard ot his inevitable fate on Monday -morning, and 
.accepted the announcement with becoming fortl- 
tnde.- fie occupied the greater part of Monday in 
writing out the Tastory ot his life, wh ch he intended 
reading on the gallows. At eight o'elocfc In the 
evening Tie was attended bv the Rev. Mr. Pamther 
{Eoiscopauan), wno spent three hours with him- At 
eleven o'clock the Kev. Messrs. Pope and Perkins 
(Wesleyans) attended Mm tmai half-past twelve 
o'clock. He then retired to rest and slept 
soundly until five o'clock on Tuesday morn- 
ing. 
Shortly after

"breakfast. The Itsv. Mr. Paruther attended him 
about seven o'aock on Tuesday morning, and en 


„ -eaged -nth. .him In prayer and reading the Bible 
"until nearly- TIJTIR o'clock. After which the Rev; 
"Messrs. Filzgeralft, Pope and Perkins entered, -and 
-also engaged m prayer and other religious exercises 
with him. The T>risoner/was -resigned and even 
cheerful in the belief that his sins were forgiven. 
He partoolc or a lunch shortly after eleven o'clock. 
'The three reverend gentlemen last mentioned then 
again engaged In prayer with the condemned man 
and in this -manner was the time filled up, until he 
"prepared to mount the scaffold, at half-past twelve

by tlie following persons, and m the following 
Border, namely:—He was preceded by Sheriff r,on»-- 
•worth and Constables lleartz ana McQuillan next 
came tt-e prisoner, arm in arm. with tne jsev.

.and Pope, Dr. IttclCIeson, deputy Sheriff J?. Long- 
worth, two reporters and Oalcraft; these made up 
"the number of those wlio were on the scaffold. The" 
^prisoner did not appear to be the least nervous or 
-excited, and walked flrmly up the stairs and on to 
the platform, where a chair was placed for him 
•while "he read his speech. Ho had no cap on; a 
"black overcoat waa loosely thrown over his shoul- 
ders; his unflercoat and Test (of black cloth) were 
open, "showing his shirt front, with a miniature or 
life wife and mother attached to his sh>rfc bosom, he 
had on gray pants -and a pair of socks. Havinjt 
seated himself on the chair, he proceeded to read, in 
a distinct anU loud voice,

whicft was written on four pages of foolscap has 
Been conHded to the Bev Mr Pope.

You, my men<3s, 
cannot realize tne reeling of Wans despair and otter 
loneliness which creeps over an unfortunate prisoner 
when the dread sentence of death, is passed upon 
him, and I trust in God yon never may. To 
my attorneys 1 return my nearttelt thanfcs for their 
kindness to me and Jor their exertions to save mv 
life. J also thank the judge, the Jury anfl the crown 
lawyers for then- courteous treatment of me. They 
doubtless did their duty, and I freely forgive them. 
I trust the living Judge, before whom we all must 
appear, -will forgive them as freely as I do And 
now, yonog men, I would say to you, if any of you 
have vickras inclinations or positive evil habits, give 
them np, lest your fate, too, shall be as mine. And, 
girls"— here the prisoner raised his voice, and again 
exclaimed — "Girls, to you I would address a word of 
warning. Beware of the seducer I Whenever a 
-young man addresses an Improper word to yon, nee 
from aim as vou would from a deadly serpent. There 
Is poison to Ms honeyed words. Parents," said the 
prisoner, "on yon resa a great resDonslblliTv.

np your children

should go, and when they are old they will 
not depart from It, Instill into their young 
minds principles of religion and virtue, and 
aiea you wilJ nave flone roar ipart. 
Children, 
ebey your parents. Tuts is the sad cause of my un- 
fortunate condition. To the sin of disobedience to 
my parents I attach all the blame of my subsequent 
career. Therefore it is that I would impress upon 
children to obey their parents," In conclusion the 
prisoner said -—"To the jailer and his ramiiv I tender 
my sincere thanks for their invariable kindness to 
me. To the~consta"bles and others who watched me 
since my confinement In jail I also tender my 
thanks. To the ministers of religion who were so 
zealous Tor my spiritual as well as my temporal 
welfare 1 have no words to express my thante. And 
now, my dear friends, I ask yon all to offer np a 
prayer for the nnfortnnate being "who in a few 
moments is to Be ushered into the presence of his 
Maker. Into thy hands, O Lord, I commend my 
soul." 


"When ne concluded his speech he was conducted 
oacfe to the enclosed portion of the platform t>y the 
clergymen in attendance, where they engaged In 
prayer for -five minntes, the prisoner earnestly join- 
ing therein on his bended knees. His arms were 
then pinioned rjehind hisbacc ana he was led forth 
by the sheriff to the trap. He sat down on the 
chair, the sheriff withdrew, and the hangman, dis- 
guised m a large flaxen wig, extending to his shoul- 
ders, a black mask on his face, and enveloped in a 
large rubber coat and heavy top-boots made his 
appearance, and adjusted, in a fumbling, clumsy 
sort of wsy, the rope around the prisoner's neck. 
The knot was tiefl immediately below the left ear 
and the hangman retired. The prisoner, srctingin 
the chair, prayed for a few seconds tn a low voice. 
The sheriff again came on the trap, when the 
prisoner stood np and the sheriff brought the chair 
away. The hangman now appeared for the Jast 
time and fastened the prisoner's legs together and 
drew the blaclc cap over his face. Dowey continued 
praying until the hangman withdrew and cut the 
rope -which Tield the trap. He immediately fell, ana 
in the descent

about two feet above his neck and he ten heavily on 
his side on the ground, having fallen a distance of 
about sixteen feet. He appeared stunned for a few 
seconds, when lie raised himself to his knees and

mated at Irom 1,000 to 1,500 persons, amonffwhom,we

When the prisoner 
fell great excitement prevailed ha the multitude and 
a general surge was mads to break in the seoucirclS 
formed by the guard. 
Captain Mclntyre promptly 
Jaced his men -about with fixed bayonets, whicn had 
the effect of repelling the crowd, while the police- 
men who were on the spot unloosed" the rope from 
the prisoner's neck and carried him. into the jail, 
where he was immediately attended by Dr. Hach.le- 
soa." Although much shocsed it was discovered that 
he had sustained no fatal injury. Whiife the carpen- 
ters, under the superintendence of Mr. w. Long- 
:worth, were refitting the gallows, the prisoner, who 
appeared weak, was forced to lie clown, and was of- 
fered wine, winch he refused, 
-When everything was again ready— an hour 
having elapsed in Ihe preparations — Dowey was 
carried out of the jail and np on the scaffold by 
Constables Heartz ana. McQuillan and two police- 
men. He was seated In a chair while the same 
horrible preliminaries were again gone over by the 
hangmen, and in this position the signal was given, 
tDe trap fell, the rope -roshed through the "pulley for 
the fall of three feel, but the weight and furce of 
the suspended man were so ereat that the cleat 
around which the rope was fastened, so as not to 
allow of more than tue three reet fall, gma way, 
and the rope rushed through until tho prisoner'^ 
legs touched the ground. Out of sheer mercy seve- 
ral of tnose on the scaffold sei/ed horn ol tue i ope 
and holgted-the crinutaal about eight feet from the 
ground, and in this condition he was allowed to 
Hang for forty minutes, ^ heu he was out down and 
tl'e body placed In a coffln in the jail, whence it was 
removed this morning for interment In the 
Protestant cemetery. 


Wo do not know how to speak In fitting language 
of the ounglmg manifested at this execution: but 
wtieiever the ranlt lay the refinement of crneltj and 
tortnre -winch It tnllicted on tbe unfortunate man 
atlmUs of no excuse or palliation. Th» torture.1* of 
bodr and mind winch he must have endured during 
the hour or au which it roOfc to execute him cati be 
bettei Imagined than described 
It \vii3 a prolonga- 
tion ol the agonies of doafli and a fearful atonement 
ior the life of the man he murdered. 
The oiuime of the address wh.ch we give is devoid 
of the pathos and Christianllfco earnestness of the 
original document, which at its close contains a 
prajer that God would bless the jailor and his fam 
lly, the jntlge, the jurv the artministritor, the 
lawywa, the ministors of the Gosoel, and all Hie 
kin'l fric'id* who ministered lo tiio wants, either 
spnlluaUy or temporarily.

I dropped In on Ben Sutler yesterday morning to 


have "a tarn," and, finding the Essex statesman in 
a communicative mood, drew Mm ont on four or 
five topics just now occupying public attention. We 
conversed about Sprague. Calja, the Alabama 
claims, Sumner's great speech and the Grant ad- 
ministration. 


I -think yon win find his views on these topics 


worthy or going before the public, and therefore I 
propose, so tar as memory and notes wDl permit, to 
write out to substance what occurred In our conver- 
sation, for the eaincatioii of your readers, 


The talfe occurred In the~"great B. B.'s "office." 


Ton must understandthat adjoining his resi- 
dence, corner of I and Fifteenth streets, there is 
a plain wooden structure divided Into two apart- 
ments, which he nses as his "office."' There lie re- 
ceives all visitors on business, and there, In fact, 
when lie Is In town and not attending his Congres- 
sional duties, He spends most of his time. The front 
apartment la occupied by his secretaries anjj the 
tact is fitted up for the General's sanctum. The 
latter is a cosey, snug little apartment, plainly lur- 
nished, but "walled "with bookcases nliec! with legal 
and Congressional volumes. 


I round Butfer engaged in running over a vast pi'e 


of correspondence, separating the chaff from the 
wheat, the chaff being tumbled into a waste paper 
basket and the wheat laid aside for careful stor- 
ing. A good number of letters appeared to be 
Irom people soliciting the General's autograph. 
" "Here is one fellow,1' said the General, "who not 
only wants my autograph, but a letter also. I sup- 
pose I ought to give him the same answer as Daniel 
O'Conneli did on a similar occasion, when he wrote 
a letter declining to give his autograph and con 
eluded by writing Tour obedient servant, Daniel 
O'ConnehV " Saying whlchhe sraned tnlils peculiar 
way, ceased his lauor of assorting letters, leaned 
baclw in "his cliair and seemed ready to be attacked 
colloquially. At all events r interpreted tne move- 
ment as a signal that he was ready for each and 
every assault, and therefore I commenced opera- 
tions. 


I made some allusions to the Sprague Abbott un- 


p'easanineas and the story about "Little Khody 
smiting ont of the Senate. 


BDTLEK— Abbott had better let Sprague alone. If 


he supposes Sprague Is a coward he wDl find himself 
very much mistaken, Sprague has plenty ol nlucK. 
In fact, you tnow, it was Sprag-ue's pluck that caused 
his Quarrel with Bnrnslde. Spragne wanted iiim to 
make an attack on the enemy, which Burnside re- 
fuseH, and it was that made Sprague so much 
ve"2£d. Spragne wni fight. There is no donbt about 
that And he knows what he is about, too. 


CoKBEsroNiiENT— Then. you. are not one of those 
who believe he is crazy t 
Brrn.Eiu-Cfazr ' Bless yon, no. He Snows very 
well what he is about.' He wants to organize a new 
parly and place himself at the head of the worlong- 
inen of tlie country. That's what he is alter He is 
earnest, too, m what he says, and believes it aJi. All 
reformers have been set aown as crazy, and Spragae 
cannot expect to escape that charge any more than 
those who have gone before him. ' 


CoitRESPOSDEM'— Well, but 
don't you think 
some of his spseches are curiously put together ? 
BDTisa — Oh, of oonrse they are. Spragae is not 
a speaSer. He hasn't been accustomed to making 
speeches; and It would bother almost any man at 
hrst to get up in the Senate or the TTnlfed states to 
make speeches. He "experiences the natural embar- 
rassments of all novices on auch occasions. That Is 
the explanation, I take it. 
Hoping to draw him out on Grant, I said something 
about the havoc the cares of office had already made 
with the mens ec corpus of the Uttle President. 


BUTLER — Grant nas made just this mistake — he 
supposed that one man could run this government. 
He started with the notion that he could get along" 
•without advising with any one. Lite all men who 
have had that notion before, he finds that it cannot 
be done, aua the consequence will be that he will 
fall into the hands of somebody who wul run the 
government for aim. 
This waa about as much as I could get out of him 
on the Grant queat.ca, ana therefore 1 proceeded to 
another matter- 


COBBBSPOI.DBST— "What are your views, General, 
or the present position of cue Alabama claims r 
Tliis question seemed to please him better than any 
that 1 had asked before. - Laying baclc in his chair 
and running his Iiand over his bald head anil mas 
Hive brow in rapid sncceoruon, he ans>verod — 
"The question pending between tlus country and 
Great Britain Xuowu as the Alauama claims, bat 
which involves in rucn the conduct of the Baguah 
government during the rebellion, does not seem to 
me to be in a very salbsiaf.l oiy condition for settle- 
ment." 


OoBr.ESpoNDENT— "What do you think of Sum- 
ner'a late speech ? 


BUTLEII— I acknowledge the ability and propriety 
with TV hich Mr. Sumucr hiis put forward ins views, 
but T cannot fully concur #hh them, as it seems to 
me ho fails to put our cose atramsc England on tho 
strongest iziound, ami the one least embarrassing to 
us as a nation. The thesis of his speech, as I under- 
stand it, is that England committed an almost un- 
pardonable sm — at least one to bo atouud for only by 
lull'pasnijut of all damages Immediate or consc 
rmentml— in her too euily according to the insur- 
gents belligerent rights, in allowing the escape of 
The Alaba'ii'a, and in selling arms and munitions of 
war to the Soutn. Of course the la^t legaliyVesulted 
from the first, for aflci belligerency is accorded by a 
nation there is no objection t) tho sale ol arms by 
any neutral nation to I he belligerent 
We sold arms 
to Mexico as against th3 I'rencli invasion; we sup 
p'lcd niules to the ''rcucli to tranapoit their luggafro 
trains from \ era Crui to WOMUI. fao wo bought 
arms of all nations in Uurope. bo there is nothing 
In oui neutrality laws against oar selling anas eitner 
to Pern or Chile, nnd we nave been belling them 
aims in theii war against Spam. 
CoiiuBar ONDEVT — Jlierefnre, General, if we were 
to acknowledge Cuba a belligerent there would he no 
objection to our sailing aim-, to the Cubans? 
Hurr.citr— Precisely, sir. There would then be no 
objection, even If there Is now. Therefore the 
ginvi y of Mr. 6umn"r's accusation depends upon the 
propriety of the recognition by England ot the rights 
or bell.gercriey In ihe re.icla. Bui we must remem- 
ber that our complaint in that behalf is as gravamina 
commanding agalnst-France and Spain as against 
England. I arn inclined to think Mr bumnerputs 
too much stress npon the Sable of this recognition 
as to time, because on ihe 17th ot July by lormal 
declaration of \var we acknowledged tho confed- 
eracy as belligerent; and in a war which lasted taur 
years, whether belligerency was acknowledged on 
tlio 17th of May or the 17th of July of the flrat vear, 
certainly could .not be a matter of &o grave conse- 
quence, If it might be acknowledged at all. 


GOHT.nsroNuENT — llow does yumnei'it idea of a 
blockade stride you, Coueralf 


BUTLER— 1 am not quite prepared to adopt Mr. 
Snurucr's definition of a blockadc,-<M' of the &tate of the 
belligerency of the conic leracy on the ocean, because 
our proclamation or blockade of the ictu of April, 
pending the recognition by other nations, recites that < 
u combination or persons hflva tluaateried to grant 
pretended letters of marque to antnomc the bearers 
to commit assaults on the lives, vessels and property 
of tne good citizens engages on the 'ugh suas and In 
the waters of ths trmted states. Tula presupposes 
that U»o rebels wcio lifting out at that u no armed 
vessels against the commerce o* the bulled States, 
and the blockade waa to be in accordant e with tho, 
luws or tlie United Macs and the laws of nations in 
sucn cases provided, and after duo warning that 
vessels captmed attempting to enter or leave a 
blociradcd port vere, with their cargoes, to be sent In 
for adjudication as prixos, not of peace, but of war. 
Aua in the pri/e cases the Supremo Court held that 
all captures made after the declaration or blockade 
were prizes or war. This would Hcvm to me to dc- 
termluo that this was not a ' pacific MocMido," such 
as Is known to tho laws of nations and referred to by 
Mr. Sumner rurthjr, I am a'raid that Mr. Snmner, 
by making the groundwork of hla complaint sympa- 
thy with a rebellion uirainut constituted government 
so giavc aa oflcuco, puts tins couutrj&n u. false posi- 
tion.

CoiHHtsroNDKNT— i suppose yon mean it is going 
back on our ni.ivcrdal practice of OAtending sym- 
pathy to revolutionists 


BUM.KH— That's about it, sir. "Wo have always 
held it as a cardinal ruia of onr international polltv 
to afford aid an<l comfort, moral ami material, to all 
rebellions. Tills is a'raost a necessity of our na- 
tional licinp". Bom of revolution, holding our coun- 
try to tho oppressed of all buttons as the political 
rofu&o and sanctuary of all rebels and insurrection- 
ists against all governments, we must necessarily 
hold, and in practice did hold, that all rebellion and 
insurrection wora right, and all attempts of govern- 
ment to Etuuduo or put down lncuricction or lobel- 
hon were wronfe. We always found ourselves in 
Bvmpalhy, at lewt, with r«u»lllon, whether in . 
Greece. In Polatid, in fiungary, in Canada in 18SB,

1 uusrai answer taat she believed, thai monarchical 
i eaa biicuix govsrnaiaut was lue better form; and 
wuuevto oeueved liberal government; was better, 
she, wisucmg monarchical government to be estab- 
lished, more assimilated to aer institutions thin to 
oars, might we J. interfere m beaalt of a govero ment 
esiabiaueci in consonance with those institutions 
which she believed to be best: for it is certain that 
the rebels looked to an ultimate monarchy. Besides, 
all rebellions have been attempts .of communities 
to compel the right to manage their domestic insti- 
tutions In their own way; ana that was all the SoutU 
claimed, however much we might believe tteir lusti- 
tniiou of Slavery was wrong and a sin, and their 
rebellion treason. 


CORRESPONDENT—Is it jiot the misfortune of Mr. 
Sninner's view to put this country, upon tha ques' 
toon of tne propriety of the conduct of England, pre- 
cisely where we lound ourselves In the incident or 
the seizure of Mason and Slidell on board of the 
Trertf 
Bu:nEK—It can hardly be doubted that the univer- 
sally accepted law 01 nations allowed us to seue am- 
bassadors or ministers or officers of a hostile Power 
wherever they might be found on the lush seas. But 
we had always claimed special Immunities for neu- 
tral vessels, which claim arose Irom our anomaltras 
position m the wars of Napoleon, arising out of the 
Berlin and Milan decrees upon one side and the 
"orders In council" on the olher. Therefore, while 
Jinsriand would have been obliged to admit that, ac- 
cordmgto the principles of pu&Uc law as practised 
by herself, we were right in the seizure of Mason 
and Slidell, except unoa the technicality that Winces 
did not sena in the Trent tor adjudication. Yet she 
conld reply that, according to our claims of the im- 
munities ol neutrals, we were wrong m that seizure. 
And Mr. faeward, in girwz up the rebel emissaries, 
was obliged to concede that that cession was made 
upon the principles of law as we claimed them to be, 
tnongn in derogation of the laws ol nations as prac- 
tised by England. I fear that,we may find ourselves 
in like manner tioubled with our own active s> mpa- 
tjij with rebellion all over the world If we adopt the 
theory of Mr. Sumner's complaints alone 
CossESj?OM)ENT—What theory, tlien, General, 
would you have our government adopt? 


BDTKEB—I should, with great hnmlhry, venture to 
"suggest that our case against England might oe put 
upon a different and perhaps more enicient ground, 
and certainly less embarrassing. Can we not bet- 
ter say that, m violation of every principle of mie- 
national law she had ever claimed as to how rebels 
should be tieateJ, and in contravention of her well- 
established and acted upon theories as to slavery, 
and in derogation of a treaty which she had with us 
to suppress the Arrtcan slave trade she hastened to 
acfcnowleage the confederacy, whose corner stone 
was slavery, and "whose national life only could be 
perpetuated by the sustenance of that institution, 
and by the reopening or the slave trade, which was 
openly claimed by the confederacy as its ultimate 
object and design, for the simple and sole purpose of 
destroying 
our government and crippling our 
power and of getting 
rid of 
a 
danger- 
ous rival, IT not a dominant Power, both in 
commercial and 
warlike marine? 
IT we put 
our wrongs 
upon this 
ground, then 
the 
haste which she made to acknowledge belligerency 
In the rebels need only be considered as evidence o"f 
her intent. 
"We need not, then, stop to discuss 
whether she was technically rlgnt or wrong in Her 
acknowledgment of beltigerencv, or whether the 
blockade was a justification of that acknowiedg 
ment or not. H she toot advantage of technical 
law to injure a friendly Power ami to do uniricndly 
acts for the purpose of destroying that friendly 
Power and destroying her commerce it is just as 
mnch. an injury that requires reparation as though 
the same acts, with the same Intent, had been done 
wlthont such technical legal justification. All ques- 
tions of disputed law arising under the law of na- 
tions, 
where 
there 
is 
no 
final 
arbiter 
out 
the 
sword, 
might, it 
would 
seem, 
be well laid aside. May we not well say that she had 
left us a legacy of slavery which, being interwoven 
in the industrial pursuits of almost one-half of our 
country, became, for the time at least, of necessiiy a 
part of onr institutions, while In her empire It was 
only an incident of her colonial wealth f She then 
set ns the example of emancipation, as she could 
easily do without danger to her government She 
taught ns that slavery was wrong and emancipation 
and freedom only right- Atter'our government had 
fully accepted these views to such an extent that a 
large portion^ of onr people, becoming fearful tor 
what they considered their constitutional rights 
and what they 
held as then- most valuable 
property would be destroyed under our gov- 
ernment, 
rebelled 
to 
save 
It 
and 
Instir 
tuted war. At once, at the earliest possible 
moment, she lea the way to sustain them in that re- 
bellion, and aided to set up that slavery which she 
had declared a natural sin and had tanght us was so. 
What motive could there be for her so to do, except 
the one suggested of her determination to destroy us 
at all hazards ? Then the fitting ouc-of the Alabama, 
allowing her to escape and giving her shelter: al- 
lowing the Suenaudoah to go out, become, not inci- 
dents of her sympathy wita rebellion, Dnt her own 
act in pursuance of her designs to destroy our com- 
merce and cripple our power. Then these acts are 
not incidents of a recognition of the rebellion as 
Mr. Sumner puts It, but are the very means which 
her government chose to perfect an object, which no 
man in this country doubts she had in view, and 
•which was freely avowed in her Parliament, to over- 
throw the great rival maritime Power of which sae 
was jealous 


COKBEOPOKDENT-—In tills view may we not claim 
thut instead of the permissive escape of the Ala- 
bama, fitted out by a member of her Parliament 
being a mere matter of neglhzence, however gross, 
was in fact an act by her in tne great and nefarious 
design which we can well impute to her ? 


BuriiER— Deforo the tnbnnal of nations r think It 
woald not be difficult to convict her out of her own 
mouth, from tbe speeches in Parliament and acts of 
hor government of this enterprise. Aealn, in tula 
view her subscriptions to tho Confederate loan, 
her avowed Hostility to the Union and hor moral 
and material support or the rebellion need not be 
put upon 
tho 
ground 
of 
sympathy alone 
with rebellion for right—as was 
our 
sub- 
scription to 
the loan 
to Kossuth for Hun- 
gary—but upon 
the 
truer 
and 
more 
Just 
and higher ground that 11 was part or her action, 
and in pursuance ot her own undertaking, for which 
her sj rnpathy with rebellion was a pretext only. 
When we sympathized with Hungary It was not to 
breaff down Austria: when wo sympathized with 
Greece it was not to destroy lurkey; when we 
sympathue with Cuba it is not to destrov Spam But 
Wd may well insist, and I think we ought to insist, 
-that the gympatuy of England was not sympathy 
\vith slavery, but waa, as every one can see, part of a 
well considered and lully executed scheme, so far as 
she miirht. to take advantage of the confederacy, 
notwithstanding it was founded on slavery and was

CouitEWOMjOEsr—After all, Ucneral, Ton come to 
the same end us Sutnuer himself, though by a differ- 
ent, road. 


BmtPB—Yes, sir, my view or tho matter leads to 
the Hime result as Mr. Sunmcr'g, that there must be 
aLonomeut and rcpaiatlou for these u ronsid, and f 
hive only thought of this position as d'sembariass- 
ing oar Just claims from the necessity ol reversing 
our doctrine of sympathy with rebellion and insur- 
rection, now to found our claims upon breach of 
international law need not be considered at all if 1 
am light In what I believe to have been tlie great ob- 
ject ol Knglana in her aid of the rebellion. In othei 
worda, it was not to aid rebellion as rebellion, it was 
not to aid slavery as slavery, but it was to take ud- 
Vantiffc o' a lebelilon founded on slavery to crush 
out the government of tho United States—a success- 
ful n aniifacturing and commeicial rival. 
CoiwisrONDCur—What reparation would yon 
have us demand? 


BUTLKI.—Mr. Snmner has not qald what reparation 
lie proposes, except that ho wants pay for all dam- 
ages intlicted. He h,is not shown how lc~]g possible 
lor Uimland, consistently with national honor, to 
make that reparation; and it is not o,isy to soy, be- 
cause Bngland may say to us In either view—that of 
Mr Sumner or mine—"Your clui us, then, make us 
an ally of the feouth. iioitac. Ycmhivc conducted 
onr ally, the confederacy, and can make HUGH terms 
as i ou p'ease with the conquered belltjrcrent. Yon 
haver not conquered us, and you c uinot dictate 
terms to us till yon do. You have ft claim against 
one of the firm, who is in Insolvency, against v< horn 
you have obtained judgment. You may enforce that 
claim as you please, but we aro not yet brought Into 
court and you have not obtain&l Judgment agaln-st 
ns.

CoTuiEgrovDENT—Do you think we ought to go to

BUTI.KII—My answer, perhaps, should bo that that 
question must bo answered uy the wisdom of the 
JiXeentive, and I am not the Executive, lint 1 think 
not. l^ngland took her opportunity when vve were 
crippled to break ns down. 'Ae can wait until a 
like opportunity comes to assert onr just rights. 
CoKRiHroNncNT—\Vnen, think yon, will such an 
opportunity occur? 


UUTI.EB—It is not far distant. Ireland or a war 
in Europe will give us that opportunity as soi»n as 
wo aio lully ready to take advantage of it. At pro 
sent it is ror England to say how she shall make tho 
reparation—not lor us. We can won aiford to wait 
The senso of her wrong and injasticc in the minds 
of onr people will not alo out. 
Every statistical 
table whion shows tlie decay of our commerce will 
inspire it with new life, ana these roollnpts will burst 
Into fall activity as floon as England comes into fit 
condition to jrive us an oppcttnnlty of oaay repara- 
tion. We cnn easily Una means, whenever sho gats 
into a war, to sweep ner commorco from tho ocean 
and snhatltute In itapiocfi oiirown.

time we

Of course the 
public are already aware that the Erie Hallway Com- 
pany have bought out the"jS"ewark and Paterson 
Railroad Company, the line of which has been In 
process of building for some sears past. In rhe 
charter granted the original corporators it was pro- 
vided that due respect should be paid by the com- 
panyto the property of private peisons, and when 
no agreement conld'be made with them for the pur- 
chase of property the matter was to be placed in the 
hands of a commission in the usual manner. At the 
inception of the work; on the new road, while yet 
it was in the hands of the original company, 
these stipulations were observed and earned out 
to the letter; bnt it appears since the adven t of Brie 
aS proprietor of the road this sort, of thing nas 
changed wonderfully. At leist it would appear so 
from the experience of yesterday at the point indi- 
cated. Here, for son feet, fiom the cemetery down, 
the property Is owned by Alderman Frederick 
Stevens and Mr. "William M. Force. Tne latter gen. 
tleman owns 300 and the former 200 feet of the 
river front. The line of tho NewarK and Paterson 
Railroad, as proposed, runs along the shore twenty- 
five feet on either side of low water mark. Fronting 
his property Mr. Stevens had -an old' dock wluoh 
he bought recently with the property, and this 
he commenced to repair within a day o"r so for ob- 
vious reasons. The Fiskites had already encroacnPd 
on what he considered his property to the extent of 
abont twenty feet, and had driven there the neces- 
sary number of .piles. A week ago Mr. btevens and 
the other property owners were granted a temno- 
rary injunction, and the Erie folks took; a rest. The 
day before yesterday, however, Chancellor ZabnSkte 
declined to grant a perpetual injunction, and it will 
take some six weeks before the courts can make 
any decision in the matter. 
In the meantime 
yesterday morning, between eight and nine o'clock, 
the invading hosts of Brie to the number of abont 
200 strong, dropped flown the river in a tugboat and 
schooner and brought up opposite Force and Ste- 
vens* properties. 
Under the direction of Colonel 
Pruyn, engineer of Erie, and Mr. R. B. Catherwood, 
the contractor, the Fisk men at once proceeded to take 
possession of Alderman Stevens' water front 
They 
commence J by hitching fast the tugboat to the piles 
of the wharf and "snalvlng" them ont one by one, 
anfl then letting the timbers float adrift. Perceiv 
ing a disposition on the part of 
Stevens' 
men to cut the "snaking" ropes, chains were sub- 
stituted, besides using, as alleged, threatening lan- 
guage to tne Alderman's men. The Erleites then 
procured two pile drivers and commenced driving 
their own as fast as they dragged the Alderman's 
out. As the force or men opposed to them was only 
about thirty they proceeded without any molesta- 
tion and defied Mr. Stevens, who commanded them 
to desist from trespassing on his property. 
After 
the consequent excitement between the two parties 
had subsided, tne Enc men were placed within call 
on board the schooner to await any emergency while 
the pile driving was prosecuted. Tho invaders 
claim that, nnder the new reparlan lawa, tiiey 
have a perfect right to the shore line, between high 
and low water marks, while the entire property 
owners along tho line are of the opposite opinion and 
declare they can and will put as much legal steam 
on as the Erie Company. Legal proceedings nave 
already been commenced, and as this Is a test 
case as to the riparian question, much Interest and 
Importance are attached to the issue. Mr. Force has 
commenced building a stone wharf in front of his 
property as fai out as low water raark-

Henry Dntton. ex-Governor of the State of Con- 


necticut, an eminent public servant and man of 
great learning and ability, died in New Haven on 
Monday, the 28th inst, of a sudden attack oj" lung 
fever, in the seventy third year of his age. Henry

In early Hie he was attached to the 
whla party In politics but joined the republican 
tanks after the dissolution of tic former. The wlilgs 
elected him Governor, llo atned tue Onion cause" 
actively dining t'ie war, hl-s only son volunteering 
into the army nnd being killed in battle.

;oes forth daily an enormous quantity of those cali- 
coes that enter into the dressing of our women all 
oyer the land. It is a very interesting place and IB 
all the time increasing in growth and prosperity. 
Under the Kindly and intelligent guidance of iir. 
George Harris I went over these works yesterday 
and saw a great deal, that was at once curious and 
Impressive. First we paul a visit to Amasa SprasutfS * 
stables, saw his horses, numbering, perhaps, 
forty altogther, some of them very beautiful crea- 
Jures, especially that famous trotter Rhode Island— 
a dark brown horse, with short, powerful limbs, and 
as gentle as a gazelle. His horses are kept in a 
series of pens-witnin a. stone's throw of Narragan- 
set Park. Amasa Sprazne's character may be a 
little understood from, the fact that finding ranlt . 
with some arrangement in the old trotting park, he 
went to work and constructed this new park "at 
Narragauset, which may fairly challenge eompari- 
son with any in the country. It is without the 
natural scenic beauties of the Jerome race course, 
but purely as a trotting ground, with perfect fittings 
in the shape of stablea, stands, ice., I hardly think - 
It can be surpassed. It is a large enterprise for one 
man. To Amasa Sprague- it is no more than the 
purchase of a billiard table. 
Tills village has a 


population of perhaps 2,000.

of horses drawing some nve tons of calico cases 
have the letters A. & W. S. on the harness. These 
initials rnn over everything. 
You find

Spragne owns all 


the eye rests upon. Stretching away to the horizon 
Is a tarm of immense pioportions. the proance of 
which contributes to the support of the operatives in 
the mill. These people live in collages built by tho 
Spracues, ticat, comfortab'e residences, laid out In 
s'reets and painted white. 
They buy their meat, 
groceries, dry goods, drags and all the rest that 
enter s into the list of domestic consumption at a 
store belonging to the Spragnes. The sales last year 
were $400,000. 1C is a fine store, very cleanly Kent, 
and a gooci deal superior to ordinaiy stores of a 
similar character. The meat is sold four or five cents 
cheaper than In the citv, and has a fresh, juicy look, 
not common in onr markets. 
The calico works lie in a Jiollow and are scattered 
around confusedly. You enter by an office through 
which only a certain class or people is permitted to 
pass. It appears that men belonging to other print 
works Indulged 
IB the 
fashion of coming 
here and stealing Spragne'9 patterns. Steal- 
ing is a bad practice anyhow, bnt stealing: 
these 
particular 
patterns was depriving tna 
Spragues of a vital feature in their business. Thes« 
patterns are the most beautiful in onr American 
market. There is a freshness ana an artistic finish 
about them that makes them popular. To steal 
them was therefore a very positive act of criminality, 
and thus it occurs that people whose characters are 
unknown are debarred from looking over the works. 
The first floor you enter contains the calico ready 
for shipment, and all yon see covering a space ol 
over 200 Jeet in length, and piled np to the ceilintr 
comes In and goes out In one day. It Is a vast col» 
lection, enough, one would thini, to clothe alt iHa 
women and babies in the land. You naturally go up 
stairs to see by what process all these elegant goods- 
come into existence. Yon are poin'ed ont the rolls 
or unbleached cloth just after arriving from tne cot- 
ton spinning mills. The next-thing you are shown 
la the bleachery—a very interesting place, bnt fear- 
fully warm and moist to the fancy of a stranger. 
Machinery is at work all aronna, hauling throngn 
boiling water endless yards of muslin. It goes 
in brown and comes out immaculately white, ft is 
then dried and printed. Bnt first this brown muslin, 
after coming from the spinning mills, Is run at 
tremendous speed over a red hot cylinder. ^ This 
process takes off that delicate fur which adheres to 
the muslin and leaves It clear and smooth as a sheet 
of paper. The printing would present a blotched, 
appearance ij this operation was neglected. In one 
room are Borne twelve pentograph machines, that 
engrave on coated copper cylinders the patterns- 
that are transferred to the muslin. This Is undoubt- 
edly the most Interesting feature of the nulls- There 
site a girl, as she might sit at a piano, moving an In- 
strument over a sheet of paper ou which the design 
or the pattern Is sketched. 
Above her head is » 
copper cylinder, revolving slowly, like that of a 
muHic box, and receiving at every revolution a 
series of marks from 
diamond dies that cat 
through tho copper and leave, of course, a last- 
ing impression. 
The design 
over which 
the 
clrl 
moves 
tho 
instrument -is 
considerably 
larger 
than tnat which" is inscribed 
upon, 
the cylinder. This Is necessary, as these delicate1 
dots and circles would otherwise require the incon- 
venient aid of a microscope to distinguish them 
properly. 
When these cylinders have performed 
their functions they are shaved off and made ready 
for another engraving. The pentograph machines 
cost a irrcat deal or money. The designing of the 
patterns is an operation or great care, involving as 
much exercise of inventive skill as might contribute 
to the balancing of the dome or St. Peters. The 
proper arrangement of the colors In a calico pattern 
is another operation requiring skill and attention- 
Calicoes that fail to hold their colors In being washed 
are fearfully unpopular with the ladies. Sprague'B 
have the advantage In that respect. They wash and 
wear well. These works would take a weok to de- 
acribe in detail. Thev show, taken altogether, a 
power of giant proportions. The ring of Hiat im- 
mense machinery is impressive, You go away from 
the mills with a feellnc that the country that pos- 
sesses such elements of Industry and enterprise has 
a strength and greatness that bids defiance to politi- 
cal mutations. 


The people who work In tho mills are principally 
foreigners. 'Ihey are mostly Irom Ihigland ami Ger- 
many, quiet, orderly people, satisfied apparently 
v/lth their lot nnd working on with that reeling of 
cheery contentment that seems to be tl a reward of 
honest labor. 1 hey live better than ever they could 
live in England or Germany, ineir homes are - 
c'eaher, betterventllatcd, ptirerTivery way than whan 
yon see Around Manchester or Bremen

the 
plaintiff 
had represented to the defendant that he nail the 
carting of Day & Halsey, an.d that it was In con- 
sideration or plaintiffs' transfer of his Interest herein 
to the defendant; that the note referred to In the 
complaint was given by the latter to the former. 
Ihe -evidence further showed that Day & Halsey as- 
sented to the arrangement for the transfer of the 
carting-, telling uonltos at the time tbathe could 
nave tlie carting for the firm so long as he did It 
properly. Evidence was also adduced showing that 
the defendant Coultas, having undertaken and for 
a time performed the specified worfc, was discharged 
for negligence and inattention to the business of Day 
* Halsey. These facts being put in evidence, Judge 
Curtis charged tne jury substantially as follows:— 
That notwithstanding the existence of such acustom 
as that proved with regard to the transfer of this 
cartage Interest it conid not be binding In Its opera- 
tion on third parties unless assented to oy them, and 
that in this case no real constdsi stlott passed be- 
tween the plaintiff and defendant unless the ar- 
rangement between them was rattiled by Messrs. 
Pay & Halsey or some one having authority to 
act in their behalf; .that It was a question for the 
fury to determine whether, under all the circum- 
stances, BUCH an assent and ratification were given 
by tnis firm or by their direction, aud that while in 
many cases the question of consideratioa was clearly 
one to be deteimmed by the law, in this case it was 
a question of fact for the jury to decide upon all the 
proof submitted on cither side whether or not there 
was a consideration for the giving of tne note in 
question. Ihe jury found lor the.p.auituT m the full 
Amount claimed. .

Ann Gillen, a servant in the saloon where the oc- 
currence toolr. place, deposed:—Heard deceased asK 
fhe prisoner to treat on account ol using the stone 
to grind h!s Knives; the prisoner said, "Look out, I 
have got a Snlle;" deceased then said, "Did you 
ever see a Frenchman who was- afraid of a icnife?" 
at tne same time taoping prisoner on the breast; de- 
ceased tapped prisoner a second time, when the 
lafterlet t'i«taiie-down onhis arm; Trftnasscried 
out to decease that he was cnt when the accused 
said it was his own fault- 
Dr. William Sbme,'who made a post mortem ex- 
amination of the body, deposed that death was 
caused by pyemia, the result of the injuries re- 
caived. The jury rendered a verdict against the ac- 
cuced and he was committed to the Totnbs. "Wai- 
dyer is twenty foaryears of age, a native-of Germany 
aad lives at 32£ \~est Forty-second street.

fright and ran away. The evidence showing no 
blame on the part of Callahan, the driver, the jury 
rendered a verdict of accidental death.

Tho Revolution tu Cubn—Review of tho 


Positions of tho Combatants. 


The recent authoritative announcements 


from Havana that the insurrection is almost at 
an end render an examination of the positions 
occupied by the combatants at the last advices 
from the respective localities a matter of some 
interest. 
We shall therefore -give a cursory 


review of the facts as they present them- 
selves, premising only that, from the nature of 
the territory and the absence of communica- 
tion with the insurgent forces, our deductions 
are based entirely upon Spanish accounts. 
Practically the war now existing iu Cuba is 
carried on in five separate and distinct dis- 
tricts, with little communication or co-opera- 
tion between them on the part of the insur- 
gents, and independent command on the part 
of the Spaniards. These are .the district of 
Villa Clara, generally known in Cuba as the 
district of the flve towns, the district of Santi 
JEspiritu that of Puerto Principe, the Bayamo 
district and that of Holgnin, the first named 
comprising the western limit of the insurrec- 
tion, and the last that of the operations of 
General Cespedes in the eastern portion of the 
island after his retreat from Bayamo, the 
original seat of the movement. 


The Villa Clara district was the laat to be- 


come" involved in the revolutionary movement, 
and from its proximity to the capital has re- 
ceived more prompt and energetic attentionfrom 
the government than the more distant sections: 
The elements for the insurrectionary movement 
were gathered principally from the jurisdic- 
tions of Cienfuegos and Trinidad, and the 
prompt arrival of troops from Havana caused 
the retreat^of the newly formed bands to the 
mountains lying north of Trinidad, and which 
place at last accounts they are said to be 
threatening. Although the movement in this 
district has no doubt lost much of its impulse 
from the early encounters with the troops and 
the necessary evacuation of Siguaaea, which 
had been selected as Its central point, it is 
plain from the Spanish reports of operations 
and successes that it has not been suppressed. 
Bands of insurgents also hold the field in the 
portion of this district contiguous to the north- 
ern shore of the island, and the recent order 
of the Spanish commander for the withdrawal 
of all the country stores to the garrisoned. 
towns indicates that peace is not restored. 


In the district of Santi Espiritu, lying east 


otTrinidad, from, which it is separated by a 
very hilly section of country, operations are on 
a limited scale on both sides. Recent opera- 
tions are reported in the vicinity of Mayajigua, 
and frequent excursions of the troops are 
announced. 


The district of Puerto Principe has pre- 


sented for some time the most formidable 
movements against the Spaniards, but no re- 
ports of serious operations have come recently 
"rom either side. Geueral Lssca some time 
since succeeded in conveying relief to General 
Mena, who was and still is besieged in the 
city of Puerto Principe, and recent accounts 
state that an attempt to obtain further sup- 
plies for the Spanish troops from Santa Cruz 
resulted in their capture by the insurgents. 
General Quesada is in command in this dis- 
trict, and is variously reported to have in his 
army from ten thousand to twenty thousand 
men. Though we'doubt the truth of many of 
these numerical reports, we have reason to 
believo that his command embraces many 
more men than he can arm and equip. This 
state of things, which is found also in the 
other revolutionary districts, constitutes the 
chief embarrassment of tho revolution. Tiie 
weakness of the Spaniards here is shown in 
the fact that they have not been, able to open 
permanent communication from the coast to 
Puerto Principe 


Bayamo was for some months the head- 


quarters of General Cespedes, the first who 
pronounced and who is looked upon as tho 
principal leader of the revolution. 
It was 


subsequently occupied by General Valmaseda, 
who is second in command iu Cuba on tho 
Spanish Bide, and he still remains there. 
But 


the country all around him is reported to bo 
infested with insurgent bands, and frequent 
accounts of Spanish successes there uro fsssi 
in tho Havana papers. His communication 
with Santiago is kept up by strong convoys 
only. 
Tho principal military operations in 


this district; and that of Holguin, lying north 
of Bayamo, hive been those for the occupation 
of Mayari, to which place General Cespedes 
withdrew on leaving Bayamo. That the in- 
surgent chief still carries on the war vigor- 
ously there, is evident from the fact that the 
Spanish Colonel Bonegasi fell back from Hol- 
guin to Auras, and reports that at the latter 
place a population of seventeen thousand per- 
sona ia gathered under his protection. 
Tho 


recent reports of Colonel Lopez Camara, who 
drove the insurgents from Mayari, indicate 
their presence through all the suriounding 
country. 


From this review of the insurrection in 


Cuba it will be seen that the Cubans are ope- 
rating with little or no unanimity of action or 
plan, and it is, perhaps, their greatest weak- 
ness, aptrrt from the immediate want of arms 
and ammunition. 
Both Spanish and Cuban 


accounts agree that every Cuban is a revolu- 
tionist, and this gives Ihsm the force of num- 
bers. But numbers can bo effectual only 
through unity of counsel and action. This 
will bo effected when the insurgents shall have 
formed a government which all will recognize 
and obey in behalf of one common cause. 
Thus far tho ivorld has not soon an organized 
government rise 
in Cuba, and this fact 


deprives tho cause of Cuban independence of 
moral strength outside of tho circle of its 
friends and promoters. 
Cespedes is thus far 


merely tlio incarnation of tho Cuban idea and 
hope, and should receive a more formal recog- 
nition of his authority from tho other leaders 
and the people. Whilo he remains in tho field 
Spanish accounts of the suppression of tho 
revolution will bo wanting in the chief requi- 
site—belief. 


.—It Bccms to be hold that to 


make clear a case of deception against tho 
spiritual photographers tho prosecution must 
prove that the pictures in court wore not made 
by spiritual agency. This is not so. In court 
natural agencies are assumed as the cause of 
material effects, and tho contrary must bo 
pioven. The prosecution has shown that pic- 
tures precisely similar can be made by ordinary 
moans, and the defence must prove that its pic- 
tures arc otherwise made or the charge of 
imi>osture is not rebutted. 


News from China and Japan. 


By the steamship Japan, at San Francisco, 


and the use of the telegraph from that city, we" 
have important and interesting reports of the 
condition of affairs in. tho far East," dated at 
Hong Koag the 19lh and Shaughae the 24th 
of March, and~at Yokohama on the 1st of 
April, which we publish in our columns to-day. 
Our roaders'will not fail to observe the gravi- 
tation toward our shores of that immense trade 
from both countries which will completely 
revolutionize the current of commerce and 
travel, European as well as American, upon 
the completion of the Pacific Railroad, this 
steamship alone bringing one thousand two 
hundred and ninety passengers and one thou- 
sand three hundred and twenty-six tons of 
merchandise. 


The news from China shows that the central 


flowery kingdom 
is undergoing 
a re- 


ligious 
and 
social" revolution. 
This 
is 


the natural consequence 
of tho political 


revolution that commenced a few years ago, 
the new relations which China has entered 
into with the rest of the world and the inevit- 
able progress of modern civilization. We need 
not be surprised to hear before long of conflicts 
and changes like those that have taken place 
and are going on in 'Japan. 
Similar causes 


produce like effects. 
The Christian mission- 


aries, in the excess of their zeal, are coming in 
conflict with the old conservative Chinese 
party, and the Taepings are not yet destroyed. 
The latest news from China brings accounts of 
the massacre of Catholic missionaries and 
several hundred native converts in the Pro- 
vince of Seohuen. 
We learn also that Sir 


Rutherford Alcock, the British Minister to 
China, denies what Mr? Burlingams asserts— 
that the Chinese desire progress. 
We are 


inclined to believe Mr, Burlingame, and sus- 
pect Sir Rutherford Alcock belongs to the old 
British, coercive 
party. 
The 
missionaries 


are " not the best pioneers 
of 
progress 


in China 
and 
are 
too ready 
to get 


into 
trouble 
with 
the 
people. 
The 


great agents of modern progress are commerce, 
steam power, railroads, the telegraph, and the 
application of the science and useful inventions 
of the Western World. 
The Chinese will 


prove a practical and sensible people when 
they learn the value of such improvements, and 
it is to these that we look for progress in 
China. 
In the meantime, and while the 


Chinese are in their transition state, conflicts 
and troubles, both with foreigners and among 
themselves, are unavoidable. 


Japan, remained agitated by rebellion and 


the effects of the measures adopted by the Ex- 
ecutive for its repression. The insurgents had 
captured several islands, Osaka was in a state 
of continual alarm and many of the leading 
daimios had joined the revolutionists. The 
tariff on exported copper had been reduced. 
Amid the local turmoil the journals find space 
to publish President Grant's inaugural.

The resources of 


the country will be greatly developed, tho 
trade wilh China and the other countries 
across the Pacific Ocean will be vastly stimu- 
lated, and this iron way will do much to make 
tho United States the commercial and civiliz- 
ing centre of tho world.

-first place, It "is in a transitory condition;

transition is one that piomises well lor tile 
city and those wno have invested their fortunes in it. 
In short, it is a transition from a state uncertainty 
to a stale of certainty—Irom a time or wild specula- 
tion in land to a time of lirmness. The money mar- 
ket lias had its periods of extravagance in Chicago 
and is now anroximatln? to the nrmnesg of older 
cities. So It is witli tlie real estate market here. 
Land In many portions of the city has, at various 
seasons during the last ten years, risen to prices 
double wliat the circumstances of the times have 
warranted, and 
the natural 
consequence, 
at 
least with tlio 
land' whicli has 
taken these 
enormous and sudden upward movements, has 
ueea for it to remain financially m ktalu ijuo. Now 
tins condition of things, as far as regards real estate, 
Is passing away. 
Tlie steady (trott-iii or the city 
duriug the past two or three years; the solid im- 
provements that are now being made, not for the 
unlcago of to-day only, but for flic Cuicawo of Uie 
coralnw coiitury; tho cliange Jn tlie character of Its 
inhabitants Irom temporary residents to permanent 
residents; the settlement here of substantial mon- 
eyed men In place of that class of speculators on 
small foundations, wlto liave pioved a curse to tho 
city in tlio usuly yeais ot its growth; the acknow- 
ledged position wiiicli it lias taken as one of tlio 
great flnaucial, commercial and railroad centres ot 
the world—all these and many other faotq, winch the 
observant ChlcaeoUu may observe for himself, ought 
to give our citizens ajssurance or a commjj aud imme- 
diate change, and a welcome one, in fie ciiaiactei oi 
Chicago.

The very mcnLion of 
suburb! as an actual laut Hero is fuil ol blp:milc:iiice 
and an evidence of tho permaueut and healthy 
erowth of the city; for up to witlun a jear or 
two Ihe \vord lias bcun without meanlUK a* 
far as Chicago is concerned. It Is not until the 
past three years, at any rate, that real subui bs, such 
as form such p'e.isitnt approaches to the gicat cities 
of the Old World and to Xew YorU, Boston, l{ucbcc, 
Montreal an:I tue other cities or this New World, 
baveuagun to suriouud OIucaKo. llitlierto cheap 
frame resldonres, paiutcd a glaring white, and occu- 
pying, pel haps, Cfty feet iroriTage of land, have 
lormud the extent ol the ambition and tile taste of 
our citizens wiio have lnduige.1 in what they have 
called a sutiuruan liomc.

Building materials are being sold at extravagantly 
mghpwces, which has zesalted in preventing mauy 
people from undertaking tlie erection or buildings, 
which has in torn urevented tho purcEase of lots on 
which to erect those buildings.

real estate. Even now, judging of it oy the vaiue'bf 
property in other cities, it ought to be folly twenty 
per cent lngnerthan at is now. Probably, till after 
the 4th or 5ta or May, tlie increase an tae prices 
of property will be very slight. Then, when the 
payments of notes and of quarterly instalments of 
interest and of the other debts which, are made pay- 
able online 1st of May snail have been disposed 
of, it is anticipated tnat there will be both a 
large increase in the demand for property and iu 
the prices asked for it. TUe opening of the Pacific 
Railroad, it is also anticipated, will have a good ten-

The revolution Is quiet for the moment, the bulls 


and the bears seeming to prefer to await the news 
from Slnaloa, Sonora, Durango jnd San IAUS Potosi. 
We have notni'ng new and authentic from Ado'.fs 
Falacio, in Smalaa, except a rumor that he had re- 
turned to Cullacan and occupied that ctty, and tbat 
his revolution in favor otPlacldo Vega for Governor 
had been seconded In Tamazula by Joaquin Con- 
treras. It is also current that three strasglfrs 
from Palaclo's command bad been 
captured 


on tue road, between Cullacan and Mazatlan. 
These rumors need , confirmation, 
we hear 


nothing as toPlaceao Vegas' movements, and noth- 
ing positive in regard to Martinez, although U Is 
said he is expected at any moment from San Fran- 
cisco, where he has been living since his escape 
from San Bias when the revolution failed a year 
since. The press of this capital are singularly quiet 
as to the outbreak: in Dnrango and the condition of 
things in Sonora. The rumors In regard to the latter 
State are'known to the government;

and well Lnonrn as leadiiiK gamijlera. iiom the 
multiplicity ot ruojora chat were adoat we gleaa 
that Miller aud Croxtou were in company near 
eight O'CIOCK at the Richmond saioon, where they 
took drinks together. On leaviu^ the saloon and 
while standing 011 the sidewalk hard 1>y they quar- 
•lelled and had a scume, In wnich Miller was strucK 
in the mouth. It is said that the dispute 
was 
in regard to an old gambling transac- 
tion, Croxton accusing Miller of having played 
off some or his money. To this Miller re- 
plied that he had never been guilty of any- 
thing of the Kind. 
Croxton then denounced 
Wilier as a liar, which was returned by Miller with 
aa oath, when Croxton struct him. Miller then 
started for Ko. 104. A friend met nmr and asked 
what had happened. Miller replied, "I have got the 
•worst of it, as usual; Joe Croxton strueK me in the 
mouth." He then passed on to the faro bant. It 
seems that when the parties separated Crox- 
ton went into the 
gambling place No. 92, 
corner or Fifth and MarKet streets, and procured a 
pistol. At twenty minutes past e&ht o'clocK Croxton, 
•evidently nut-lieu with liquor, habtily enteied the 
laro bank, whictt is situated on the second floor of 
Ho. 102. Bach or the tables was in active play at 
the time. The chandeliers were emitting a sheen of 
unusual brilliance, and the gorgeous appointments 
of the room stood ont in bolder and more elegant 
relief than common. The players were intent UDOP. 
their games of chance, little dreaming that tlie'as- 
sassm'a upraised, deadly arm aud learlol aspect 
•were*castinir their ominous shadow over the 
resplendent scene. 
But so it was. In 
a 
second's time, alter the doorway was cleared by 
Croxton's form, the lamps guttered upon a gory 
corpse and surroundings of the utmost disorder 
aud ghastllness. 
When Croxtou entered 
the 
apartment Miller was seated at a desk near the 
front of the house, conversing with the proprie- 
tor, Major Casseil. Hastily advancing to within 
ten steps of tui.ec the assassin Croxcon, without 
a word of warning, flred two charges, both of 
which penetrated the bade of nis unsuspecting 
victim, des>pne the cries of Major Casseli co stay 
the latal shots. At this moment every one in the 
room rose In the direst consternation. Miller got 
up, seized the chair npou which he had been sitting, 
and ran after Croxton, who flred a third shot wltn- 
cut enect Tne dying Miller still advanced upon his 
murderer, ana strove to wre-t the pistol from his 
liands. In tms struggle the pitiless Croxton struck 
Miller on the head two or three tunes, felling him to 
the floor. While thus prostrate, with his lifeblood 
ebbmg last, noor Miller clutched for a spittoon with 
with whicu to Helena nimseu. in the endeavor he 
fell and expired, some thirty feet from where he was 
sitting at the moment of the attack: 
A tragic aiioir occurred at Livermore on Thursday 
last, resulting in tue Instant tolling of William 
Luton, a citizen of that place, by a man named Lan- 
ders. The weapon nsed was a double-barrelled shot 
Run loaded with buckshot. "WhisKey was the melt- 
log cause of this bloody affair. Landers was ar- 
rested, and is now conhned in the jail at Calhoon. 
A bloooy attray occurred in Belmont between two 
young men naoiqd Jenkins aud Grabill, in which the 
lormer Inflicted fatal injuries upon the latter with 
an axe. it 13 said that Jentems made the assault 
upon his victim without any provocation other than 
tnat they had been joking and Grabili ran the jolte 
too hard lor him. 


Mrs. Tildy Davis, of Bath county, committed sui- 
cide a few days since by hanginc herself to an arm 
of a loom, aieutal depression consequent upon an
